Illustrating her lecture with over 
one hundred ami fifty beautiful slides 
of hr-i- own picturesque native land, 
Mrs. Kveton, wife, of the Consul-G-cn- 
cr'hl i>f Czccho- Slovakia delivered a 
most Interesting and enlightening ad- 
dress in the Convention Hall of the 
it. V. C. last night. 

The speaker commenced hor tall: by 
speaking ol her native land showing 
pictures bf the President and the 
prime minister, how it was une 
élèvent li the size ol Quebec and con- 
tained twice as many people as the 
v hoi,, uf Canada. 

i-dir went <>!i to show seme slides 
bi most exquisite lionuiy; showing the 
country in all its grandeur, with its' 
lowering mountains, :;s beautiful 
lakes, it* sombre forests and its an- 
cient buildings, dating back many 
centuries Among the slides was a 
iiictuiv^ ol the old church of King 
AVchsnlesi^built long before America 
was ever bennd oi and known to the 
English speaking race by the cele- 
brated ChristmuH Carol. 

Aller Mrs. Kveton had shown a'l the 
physical beauty i,f her native land 
:■ i, showed the industry of the people 
and lhc Interest which they took in 
art, pai'tlçiilùrly thai of making 
clothes. All kinds of beautiful clothes 
were worn not only by the women but 
by the men also. All were covered 
With yards on yards of beautiful . lace 
all of cours' done by hand. The wo- 
men de hot use patterns but simply 
follow any design which may suggest 
Itself to them' In this way they oc- 
cupy a great deal of their time 

Th>- cérémonies of marriage which 
as! In Czech o- Slovakia for three days, 
were depicted as was the maypole 
feast and a new 1 physical training 
movement, which hps started there, 
-luce the Witi-i and which now has an 
enrollment of over 300,000 men and 
v omen. 

, .Mrs. Ivveton then ciilied upon her 
, assistant, u delightful singer with a 
sweet and pow< rful voice, to render 
a few selections which were continual- 
ly encored by the audionc. Mrs. 
Kveton, as ucompanlst proved to he 
gb.od ti plttnlsi as she was a lec- 
turer which Is saying a great d'al. 

Professor Armstrong, who was the 
chairman pi the evening then made 
a few remarks to ■ ncourage members 
df the audience to join the Canadian 
I lnndicra.fi Guild under whose aus- 
pices the lecturi wat held, and who 
arc doing a greut deal towards help- 
ing the Canadian peasants and im- 
migrant to boconu contented. Prof. 
N'obbs In a vote of thanks to the 
speaker' marvelled ai the beauty of 
her country and th- happy and in- 
dustrious nature of its inhabitants 
and said that Canada should do all 
;n ils power to aid any of i's people 
who might desire to settle in our land.' 
Tbr' vo<e of thank!' was seconded by 
.Miss Philips after which many of the 
audlcnci took the opportunity to look 
at tlic display of clothes and lace 
made by hand by the Czocho-Slovak- 
ian ol Jugo-Slovian peasant.

Yesterday the Chemical Society met 
to hear Dr. Ilarr.'son, of Macdonald 
College, speak on 'Tractlcnl Results 
in ltacteriulocic.il ilcHcai-ch.'' 

"The best justifications of this 
field", said Hie noted bacteriologist, 
"is found in commerce. The dairy, 
tanning, brewing, mid canning, in- 
dustries, as well as i lie animal-and 
plant-breeding industries bear evi- 
dence of the r' suit of the years or 
study of the sciein e. 

"No study touches so many inter- 
ests, no science has been so quickly 
taken up, as the ,,n. which benefits 
mankind most. The healing of man by 
man is. one of (he .creates! glories, 
ah,] never tails to .irons, our sympa- 
I thy. 

"Hefore : he days of modern clinics, 
it was a common saying thai the 
prick of a pin mean: death; and the 
truth o! this is realized when we see 
that in the wars, for every man who 
was killed, sixty died from infection 
of wounds and ili.sen.s-s. The study of 
! bacteria, with the view of preventing 
' infections caused by open wounds, 
scratches, etc.. began in the middle 
of ihc nineteenth century, and this 
da'es the origin ot antiseptics. 

"The thinning down of deaths due 
to diseases is amazingly great As an 
example, let us take tuberculosis. The 
bacillus which causes T. H. was first 
discovered by Koch in 1S52, in ISM, 
th.- d'ath rate was ,1-1 In London as 
compared with 2.M in 1901", and 4.45 
in Now York afi compared with 2.3. 

" 'The Black Death 1 which ravished 
in England and the Continent in the 
fourteenth century, was well known 
In the time of the Ptolmies, and is 
still present in certain part* of India 
and China. The rat'? with which these 
plagues travelled is not to be won- 
dered at when we consider that our 
modern-day slums are far cbaner 
than most cities of the fourteenth to 
eighteenth centuries. And these condi- 
tions prevailed on ships as well as 
In homes. Xelson was the first sailor 
to introduce the spraying of ships. 

"Water, milk, flies, insects, and rats 
axe l hi.- chief distributing means of 
bacteria. The purification of drinking 
water is now universally carried on, 
as well as warfare against flies and 
rats. Pasteurization of milk has saved 
the lives ol thousands of infants". Tt 
Is to be foarbd, however, that the laws 
enforcing pasteurization of milk are 
no; as good as I hey might be.

n j Dr. Parsons Addressed Mem- 
bers of Biological Society 



Vesterday afternoon, Dr. T. 11. Par- 
tions addressed I ho members of the 
Klnlogleai Socieiy on "The Applica- 
tion of Hlii- Physics to Biology and 
Medicine'' Dean Martin In introduc- 
ing the speaker drew the iiUcnUi f 

those present to the work of Dr. Par- 
sons. 

In commencing Dr, Parsons told 
how. like Hio-Chvmistiy: Hio-Physlcs 
had made tremendous si rid' s in (ho 
las! 2f> years. It was not surprising 
villi I, in bio-physjcH ihc study of ionic, 
constitution of bodies, during func- 
tional activity, was flrsl done. 

It was soon realized that, the hydro- 
gen and hydroxy! lon.s play a' great 
part In the determination of the pro- 
perties of living protoplasms. Study 
leo lias fliown 1 hat several mechan- 
isms keep constant, the concentration 
of Hydrogen ions In the blood. This 
is mainly due to the ''respiratory sys- 
tem", and indeed from a bio-physical 
point of view, this Is the chief work 
of thi respiratory system. 

Continuing, the speaker stated that 
it has been concluded that llymeg- 
logical is the origin of the provision 
of sodium, which combines to form 
sodium bicarbonate. 

Next Hi" speaker dealt with Osmo- 
tic pressure from a bio- phisdst's 
point of view, passing over the ad- 
vances of Donnan In 1011-1012 and 
that of Langmulr who did consider- 
able work in connection with surface 
studies. 

The address was of a hlghly-U'Chni- 
que! nature, and in conclusion Dr. 
Parsons stated his hope, thai many 
had profited by it. It was the largest 
attendance of the season 1925-21.

WHAT IS SPORT? 



Mankind is repM^dJo possess an instinct of play. -W«-are. 
told in psychological treatises that play has a very beneficial 
effect on our constitutions; that it is not only the privilege, but 
the duty of mankind, especially young mankind, to play. With- 
out nl|y, they say we grow up unbalanced. They make startling 
assejflffbns wif h regard to its necessity. The effect has been to 
cajolé t'ven iihe highest institutions in the country into making 
mankind play — truly a paradoxical thing, for as soon as play 



play 

•ceases' Ho be voluntary does it not cease to be play, and become 
' wprk ? 

Sport has always been associated most directly with play. 
We indulge in all kinds of sports in order to satisfy this instinct. 
.Numbers of rich city residents will call out their Rolls-Royces 
to carry them a hundred yards down the street to make a call, 
and yet will put on snowshoes and walk ten miles at a stretch, 
• and call it enjoyable! Jt is certain that this instinct of play 
|live origin to sports, but let us review the life history of sport. 

In its first stage, sport is purely voluntary and disorgan- 
ized. Gradually it becomes recognized, rules are drawn up, and 
certain set games invented. Then it develops into a business. 
Money is made out of it, beautiful buildings are erected to foster 
it. What happens then? It degenerates. 

To take an example: the Greeks developed sport from an 
elemental beginning. The Romans professionalized and eventu 
-allv the word 'sport' was synonymous with gladiatorial combats 
where thousands gathered to see fierce beasts tear apart the 
bones of fellow-mortals of the spectators. 

The play instinct, thus degraded, soon appeared to die away, 
and (hiring the dark ages play is almost unknown except in mock 
chivalric contests. In England, the Elizabethan age introduced 
%. new era of sport — sport at its best. During the nineteenth 
century sport became more and more organized, and following 
.out its evolutionary progress, we can see it to-day developing 
I along the lines of the ancient Roman sports — modified 

Is professional hockey, baseball, football, sport? Is it play 
for the performers? No, it is hard work, done merely as a 
source of revenue. Is it play for the onlookers? No, they take 
no part in the game. Is it conducive to the moral well-being of 
the .country'.' Decidedly not ; it introduces a system of graft un- 
; surpassed eV en at our government centres. It results in an enor- 
mous amount of betting and other illegal .monetary transactions. 

It is this so-called sport that our universities must guard 
against. Any tendency, however -slight, to professionalism, 
should be stamped out. Any encouragement to it should be 
stopped. Why can we not get back to the play instinct once 
nore, and take sport for what it really is? 

What is the use of making a business of sport? We are 
ruining it by so doing, because as sure as sport ceases to be 
pure play, it starts to degenerate. It is for the universities to 
lead the way to a revolution against sport which is not sport.
